A THIEVING postman targeted valu¬ 
able-looking packages and failed to 
deliver more than 9,000 items of post , a 
court was told. 

Benjamine Bryan, of Addenbrooke 
Street, Darlaston, was working as a 
postman based at Royal Mail’s Bilston 
delivery office when he came under suspi¬ 
cion after he was found with a package 
that did not relate to his round. 

A second check found the 23-year-old 
had taken home a package that had no de¬ 
livery address. An investigation started 
and a tracking device was placed inside a 
package containing a £25 gift card. 

Bryan took the package home and was 
arrested after the homing signal was 
traced to his home address. 

He pleaded guilty last week at Wolver¬ 
hampton Magistrates Court to one count 
of theft and one of delaying or opening a 
postal packet and was committed to 
Wolverhampton Crown Court for sentenc¬ 
ing on July 28. 

Mr John Dove, prosecuting, said a 
search of Bryan’s home uncovered 11 
opened packages as well as 9,003 items of 
promotional mail. “He was targeting 
items addressed to customers on his walk 
that appeared vaulable and if they were 
he would steal them,” Mr Dove said. 

The court heard that when interviewed, 
Bryan had claimed he had not had time to 
delivered some leaflets. Mr Khlaid Bashir, 
defending, said many of the promotional 
items were of little value. 

Bryan has been suspended from work.

Invalid mum’s mobility 
motor delivered heroin

A MOTABILITY car for the dis¬ 
abled was used as a drugs delivery 
service by dealers who were 
among criminals now beginning 
prison sentences following an 
undercover operation by police in 
Walsall. 

Drug dealers operating in separate 
groups were sentenced at Birming¬ 
ham Crown Court after evidence was 
gathered against them by two covert 
officers calling themselves Jo and 
Maddie 

Emma Cutts, prosecuting, said the 
undercover officers bought heroin and 
crack cocaine from dealers in Walsall town 
centre as part of Operation Cream Soda. 

“It became apparent no single supplier 
owned the town. Various networks would 
use different locations,” she said. 

The court heard how married couple 
Peter and Margaret Williamson and their 
son, James Williamson, used a service road 
in Newport Street as a meeting point for 
drug deals. The 53-year-old mother’s spe¬ 
cially adapted car for use by the disabled 
was used as the transport. 

The three each admitted conspiring to 
supply heroin and crack cocaine between 
November 10, 2010 and March 24, 2011. 

In mitigation for James Williamson, Mr 
Andrew Jackson said he had been a drug 
user for years and recognised he had to 
change. The court was told that his parents 
became involved because they thought they 
were helping their son. 

Destroyed 

Mr Tariq Shakoor, mitigating for Peter 
Williamson, said he had transported his 
son by car to the deals, but had not insti¬ 
gated them. 

Ms Raj Punia, for Margaret Williamson, 
added: “She was very candid about what 
was happening. She realises her life and 
that of her family has been destroyed.” 

James Williamson spat in the dock as he 
was given a six year jail sentence, while his 
father was given four years and his mother 
three. 

Sentencing them, Judge Pat Thomas QC, 
said: “The three of you operated a drugs 
delivery service. When people asked for 
them you didn’t hesitate.” 

The court also heard that Rajinder Dnoa 
used his Nissan car to transport drugs and 
arranged to meet the undercover officers 
near the Wheatsheaf pub, in Birmingham 
Road, which is also near Blue Coat CE

Vice purge 
traps 20 
kerb crawl 
nuisances 

TWENTY kerb crawlers and 38 
prostitutes have been picked up by 
police during a crackdown in red light 
districts of Walsall. 

Officers, along with council and 
health staff, have been tackling the 
problem in Caldmore, Palfrey and 
Pleck. 

Insp Simon Rowbotham said 10 
women had been arrested and cau¬ 
tioned for soliciting and eight men had 
been arrested and charged for the 
same offence. 

Warrants were issued for two prosti¬ 
tutes, and 15 are on “engagement 
support orders”, which are given out 
by courts and require the women to 
attend meetings to discuss the root of 
their problems. 

A year ago, Remove The Impact was 
set up to rid the streets of prostitutes 
and drug dealers. 

Dedicated 

The group comprises residents, 
NHS Walsall, Walsall Housing Group, 
West Midlands Police, Caldmore 
Housing and other groups. 

Since then there have been 
increased police patrols and two dedi¬ 
cated police officers in the areas. More 
CCTV has also been brought in and 
staff are trying to work with the pros¬ 
titutes to help them access services to 
get their lives back on track. 

Councillor Mohammed Arif, the 
chairman, said: “We have covered all 
angles from exit strategy for sex 
workers, concerted police action 
against street prostitution and dis¬ 
rupting kerb crawlers by having them 
served with driving offences. 

“It is an issue that affects so many 
people’s lives and we want to send out 
a clear message that it will not be tol¬ 
erated in our borough.” 

£1,500 needed 
to clear up site 

TAXPAYERS have been left with a 
£1,500 clean-up bill after travellers 
left gas cylinders, bags filled with 
rubbish, empty bottles and food waste 
at a country park in Willenhall. 

The clear-up bill for Rough Wood 
Country Park is the biggest in Walsall 
so far this year. A convoy of 21 cara¬ 
vans set up camp for more than a week 
and only moved on after bailiffs were 
brought in. 

Since January 1, travellers have 
moved on and left mess in 15 different 
locations across the borough. Includ¬ 
ing the latest cost, the clean-up opera¬ 
tions have cost the council £2,167.92. 

Travellers moved off the park last 
month and the clean up took more 
than a week. Councillor Ian Shires, 
who represents Willenhall North, said: 
“It is totally wrong that we should be 
picking up the tab.” He is calling for an 
inquiry into how they were able to stay 
for more than a week.

A VICIOUS thug from Yew Tree, near 
Walsall, has begun an eight-year jail sen¬ 
tence for two robberies in which elderly 
women were injured. 

Stuart Austin was found guilty at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court last week of 
two robberies, car theft and theft from a 
person. 

The 36-year-old from Brackendale Drive 
targeted victims he assumed to be vulnera¬ 
ble. He robbed a 79-year-old woman 
outside Sandwell General Hospital last 
November, causing her to fall to the 


ground. She was left with a dislocated 
shoulder and facial injuries. 

Three days later Austin robbed an 86- 
year-old woman as she walked along 
Grafton Road, near the hospital. 

Despicable 

He snatched her bag and caused her to 
fall to the ground. The victim suffered a 
broken hip and was hospitalised. 

Austin was also found guilty of stealing a 
Nissan Primera from the hospital car park 
when the driver went pay for his ticket. 


He also stole a bag from an 81-year-old 
woman as she made her way to her car 
outside Asda, in Tipton. The victim’s 
handbag was inside a trolley when Austin 
snatched it and jumped into the stolen 
Nissan 

Speaking after the case, Dc Gareth 
Williams, of Sandwell CID, said: “These 
were despicable acts, in which three elderly 
women were specifically targeted by Austin 
as he assumed them to be vulnerable. Two 
of the victims suffered nasty injuries and 
were deeply upset.”

Council have been sacked under strict 
new sickness rules. 

Employees have been warned they 
face dismissal for high rates of absence 
and if there is no foreseeable return to 
work.

The system includes a stricter mon¬

Drivers wanting to get to the Bognop 
Road site in Essington dodged new 50p 
parking charges by leaving their vehi¬ 
cles along the road last week. Cars 
queued on the A460 Cannock Road all 
the way to the junction of the M54 
motorway. 

Police issued fines, towed away a 
vehicle and closed the car boot sale for 
40 minutes to alleviate the chaos. 

On Sunday, bosses created an extra 
380 spaces and coned off Bognop Road, 
meaning there was no repeat of the pre¬ 
vious week’s Sunday’s chaotic scenes. 

Cleared 

Owner Kevin Brown, of Midland Car 
Boot Sales, said: ‘We completely coned 
all down the road and we’ve also got an 
overspill car park opened up. 

“We’ve cleared all round the fields to 
make sure there’s room for car parking 
and removed soil from the long grass 
and we’ve made room for an extra 380 
cars with the overspill car park. There 
were no traffic problems or congestion.” 

The disruption on Sunday, June 26, 
left councillors and the owners of Ess¬ 
ington Fruit Farm frustrated. 

Mr Brown said it had been “one of 
those weeks”, as soaring temperatures 
brought in extra visitors. “Once one 
person starting parking down the road, 
they all started doing it,” he said. 

He blamed the introduction of a 50p 
parking charge on increased overheads. 

Essington Parish Council chairman 
David Clifft said the decision to cone off 
the road was “very good news”. 

Chase Line’s 
passenger 
numbers soar 

THE Chase rail line which serves 
Walsall has seen a huge surge in pas¬ 
senger numbers — almost trebling at 
one station, new figures show. 

The route, which runs from Ruge- 
leyto Birmingham New Street, via 
Walsall, is now showing the second 
highest passenger growth in the West 
Midlands. The figures, released by the 
Office of Rail Regulation, represent a 15 
per cent increase at Cannock station, 
12 per cent at Rugeley Town and a 
massive 161 per cent at Rugeley Trent 
Valley. 

Centro has now asked local authori¬ 
ties for extra money to help run the 
service beyond December. Cannock 
Chase Council has agreed to provide 
£27,000 over the three years because of 
the crucial link with Birmingham. 

Centro has also asked Staffordshire 
County Council to share the costs based 
on an annual combined contribution of 
£53,000.

A LOVING tribute has been 
paid to a mother of two from 
Walsall killed in a car crash on the 
A5 alongside her boyfriend.

The family statement added:

She 
was always in demand. 

“Everyone who knew her loved her. 
She was a very warm, funny and 
happy woman and was a true inspira¬ 
tion to everyone. We will miss her 
status updates on Facebook and 
popping on to say ‘good morning every¬ 
one’ each day.”

Alice proves that she's pure gold 


Alice Gold - Seven Rainbows (Fiction) 

A decade that’s been blessed with a stunning array of new 
female talent continues with the potent vocals of Alice Gold, 
pitched somewhere between the grit of PJ Harvey and love¬ 
liness of Katie Melua.

AN overhaul of bus services in 
the Black Country will see dozens 
merged and re-numbered. 

Transport chiefs said they wanted 
to simplify the network in Wolver¬ 
hampton and west Walsall by scrap¬ 
ping duplicate services and start 
re-numbering services. 

Centro, the region’s transport 
authority, already carried out a 
similar exercise in Dudley in 2008 
and in north Walsall last year. New 
timetables come into force on July 24 
to coincide with the opening of 
Wolverhampton’s £22.5 million bus 
station. 

Centro is going to write to 100,000 
households with the new numbers. 

Changes mean the 79 from Wolver¬ 
hampton to Birmingham now termi¬ 
nates in West Bromwich, with people 
wanting to go to Birmingham having 
to change to the 75. The 333 and 333E 
has been split between the 9, 34, 38, 
39, 40 and 327 between Walsall, Dar¬ 
laston and Wolverhampton. 

Delivered 

The review has also been intended 
to divert services towards places 
where new businesses have opened or 
new homes built. It covers all areas of 
Wolverhampton and the WS2, WS10, 
WV12, WV13 and WV14 postcodes. 

Councillor Angus Adams, chairman 
of Centro, said: “We believe we have 
delivered a bus network that provides 
connectivity relevant to people’s lives 
and jobs in the 21st century.” 

New services include the X31 
express service from Cannock to 
Birmingham via New Invention, 
Short Heath and Willenhall. There 
will also be more buses to New Cross 
Hospital from Ashmore Park, Coppice 
Farm, New Invention, Priestfield, 
Stow Heath, The Scotlands, Three 
Tuns, Willenhall, Wobaston Road and 
Wood End. 

Information buses and stands will 
be in Walsall and Wolverhampton in 
the run up to the changes. The first is 
July 14 from 1pm to 6pm in Park 
Street, Walsall. The other from 9am 
to 3pm on July 16 in Queen Square, 
Wolverhampton.

Walsall Council said that the land 
could also be used to play a part in the £400 
million Gigaport scheme, the aim of which is 
to create a business corridor with offices, 
hotel and leisure facilities. 

The potential loss of the popular car park 
comes as the council is trying to boost the 
number of visitors to the town. 

A number of measures to draw people into 
the heart of the borough are being consid¬ 
ered. They include £3 all-day parking spaces 
on the largely empty Ward Street and Dudley 
Street car parks and a four-hour stay fare 
reduced by £1 to £2.80. 

No decision has been made on the car park 
off Stafford Street. If it was to go as part of the 
Gigaport scheme, it could take several years. 

Discussions 

Regeneration chief Councillor Adrian 
Andrew said: “We have been approached by a 
neighbouring landowner regarding the site 
and discussions are taking place between 
officers and portfolio holders regarding 
merits of any proposal. 

“This site fits into the Gigaport develop¬ 
ment and preliminary discussions have been 
held concerning the potential development of 
the site.” 

A report said: “Members noted that the car 
park at Stafford Street/Green Lane which 
had consistently high occupancy rates and 
generated circa £80,000 a year would possi¬ 
bly be lost due to a regeneration scheme. 

“This could impact on the income gener¬ 
ated from car parks.”

Golden hoard of Mercian 
treasure goes on tour 
of Staffordshire venues 


TREASURES from the Stafford¬ 
shire Hoard have gone on display in 
Stafford for the first time as the 
relics, valued at £3.3 million, go on 
tour. 

More than 40 of the gold and silver 
items are being exhibited at the Shire 
Hall Gallery until July 24. They went on 
show last Saturday (July 2). 

The Seventh Century relics were 
uncovered in a farmer’s field at Hammer- 
wich two years ago. It was the largest 
hoard of Anglo-Saxon gold and silver 
ever unearthed. 

The metal detector used to find them, 
by Terry Herbert, is also on display. 

The Hoard on Tour will move to Lich¬ 


field Cathedral from July 30 to August 21 
and then on to Tamworth Castle 
between August 27 and September 18. 

The exhibition will also tell how 
archaeologists worked in secret to 
unearth the treasure.
